Admiral Stevens was out of the city and in all probability time did 
not permit us to coordinate our action in regard to the above mentioned 
paper with a similar paper on which the Stevens’ group is working. 


Mr. Wolf: 


a. Noted that present CIA Regulations require three Deputy Directors 
to consider the cases of individuals who have been approved for _ employment 
by Loyalty Boards but were considered as security risks. In this connection 
Mr. Wolf recommended that the Regulations be changed to require that one 

or more Deputy Directors and such Assistant Directors as needed sit on such 
cases in the future. Mr. Dulles approved. 

b. Noted that he had an appointment this afternoon with Cong. Cox, 
the Chairman of the Congressional Committee appointed to "investigate 
foundations" and that he only intended to discuss generalities. After 
considerable discussion Mr. Dulles (l) stated that he was not too concerned 
over the activities of this Committee in regard to "our foundations" since 
he felt we would be so far down on the list the Committee would in all 
probability never get to us, (2) asked Mr. Wolf to defer his appointment 
with Cox since "our interest in this matter was not urgent and we would gei, 
in touch with him later". 

c. Discussed the various CIA building sites and the Director's stated 
preference in this matter. Mr. Dulles indicated he would speak to the DCI 
on this upon his return.
